HOSPITALS. 

Mountain  Ash  and  Penrhiwceiber  General  Hospital. 

The  arrangements  made  between  the  Hospital  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Council  that  children  of  this  area  who  require 
a  general  anaesthetic  for  dental  treatment  and  treatment 
for  tonsils  and  adenoids  shall  be  treated  at  the  Hospital 
was  continued  during  the  year  under  review.  160  school 
children  and  one  infant  from  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres  were  operated  on  during  the  year. 


Maternity  (Lady  Aberdare)  Hospital. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  hospital 
during  the  year  was  201.  This  is  one  less  than  the  number 
admitted  during  1939.  3  patients  were  treated  in  the  private 
ward.  The  number  of  evacuee  women  admitted  and  treated 
at  the  hospital  was  8.  The  number  of  patients  delivered 
was  157,  of  whom  143  were  delivered  by  midwives  and  14 
were  delivered  by  doctors. 

Six  necessitous  cases  were  treated  free  of  charge  during 
the  year. 

44  ante-natal  cases  and  38  cases  of  albuminuria  were 
treated  at  the  hospital.  Two  evacuee  mothers  also  received 
ante-natal  treatment.  One  maternal  and  9  infant  deaths 
occurred  ;  there  were  also  8  still-births. 

The  Consulting  Surgeon,  Dr.  Strachan,  was  called  in 
five  times.

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There  were  33  patients  in  the  hospital  on  31st  December, 
1939  ;  9  patients  died  during  the  year,  445  were  discharged, 
leaving  19  patients  in  hospital  on  31st  December,  1940. 

Deaths.- — The  cause  of  death  of  the  nine  patients  who 
died  at  the  hospital  was  :  1  Laryngeal  Diphtheria,  8  Faucial 
Diphtheria. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  patients  suffer¬ 
ing  from  Small-pox,  Tuberculosis,  for  Orthopaedic  Treat¬ 
ment  and  at  hospitals  controlled  by  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee,  are  as  mentioned  in  my  previous  Annual

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 


MILK  (MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN)  ORDER,  1919. 

The  sale  of  dried  milk,  virol,  emulsion  of  cod  liver 
oil  and  colact  was  continued  at  the  Centres  during  the 
year  under  review.  Free  grants  of  these  products  were 
also  made  to  necessitous  persons. 

All  applicants  for  free  grants  have  to  submit  full  parti¬ 
culars  of  their  financial  position  on  forms  provided  for  that 
purpose. 

The  approximate  value  of  the  food  given  under  this 
Order  during  the  year  was  £363.  This  is  a  decrease  of 
£960  Is.  Od.  on  the  amount  given  during  the  preceding 
year.  The  value  of  the  food  sold  at  the  Centres  during  the 
year  was  £1,218.

Mr.  J.  Berry  Haycraft,  M.C.,  visited  the  Clinic  on 
April  21st,  when  he  saw  21  children  ;  July  15th,  18  children, 
and  November  4th,  18  children. 

Seven  children  were  seen  at  the  Prince  of  Wales’ 
Hospital,  Cardiff,  and  three  were  X-Rayed  there. 

Four  children  were  admitted  to  the  Prince  of  Wales’ 
Hospital,  and  three  were  discharged  after  treatment  there 
for  five  weeks,  27  days  and  8  days  respectively. 

One  child  is  still  in  Hospital.

Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  Area 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

A  continuous  supply  of  water  was  provided  from 
January  until  13th  September,  when,  because  of  the  drought 
experienced,  it  was  found  to  be  necessary  to  restrict  the 
supply  to  between  the  hours  of  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  daily. 
On  October  3rd  it  was  further  restricted  to  between  the 
hours  of  10  a.m.  to  4  p.m. 

The  arrangements  made  the  previous  year  for  conveying 
a  supply  of  water  by  means  of  a  mobile  water  tank  to  the 
residents  of  Greenfield  Terrace,  Cefnpennar,  were  con¬ 
tinued  during  the  year  under  review.  Plans  are  in  hand 
to  lay  a  new  water  main  to  Cefnpennar. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  sent  to  the 
Analyst  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 
The  results  were  satisfactory.  Four  of  the  samples  were 
also  tested  for  plumbo-solvency.  The  results  show  a  slight 
action  after  prolonged  contact.

SCHOOLS. 

The  elementary  schools  of  the  area  were  found  to  be 
kept  clean.  A  sufficient  supply  of  water  to  each  school  is 
provided  from  the  Council’s  mains. 

The  provisions  of  the  Memorandum  on  “  Closure 
and  exclusion  from  school,  1927,”  for  preventing  the 
spread  of  infectious  disease  among  school  children  are 
strictly  adhered  to,  and  printed  instructions  are  issued  to 
all  Head  Teachers,  specifying  the  incubation  periods  and 
periods  of  the  exclusion  of  patients  and  contacts  of 
infectious  disease.

All  farms  and  dairies  have  been  inspected  periodically 
daring  the  year. 

The  number  of  persons  registered  as  engaged  in  the 
production  and  distribution  of  milk  is  76.  Of  these  39  are 
registered  as  cowkeepers,  and  of  this  number  27  retail 
their  own  milk,  and  are  also  registered  as  purveyors  of 
milk. 

There  are  also  37  persons  registered  as  purveyors 
of  milk,  10  of  whom  reside  outside  the  district. 

14  samples  of  ungraded  milk  (12  taken  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  2  by  the  Police)  were  taken  during  the  year 
and  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  chemical  tests. 

The  result  of  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  was 
as  follows  : — 

13  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  one 
was  unsatisfactory. 

The  bacillus  coli  was  absent  from  13  samples. 

Five  samples  of  milk  were  also  taken  and  examined 
for  tubercle  bacilli.  The  tubercle  bacillus  was  absent  from 
all  samples. 


THE  M ILK  SPECIAL  DESIGNATION  ORDER,  1933. 

Pasteurised  milk  is  the  only  milk  sold  under  the  above- 
mentioned  Order  in  the  district.  1 1  licences  were  issued 
during  the  year  to  sellers  of  pasteurised  milk. 

All  milk  supplied  to  mal-nourished  school  children 
of  this  area  at  the  schools  is  of  this  quality.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

The  slaughter  of  animals  ceased  at  the  licenced 
slaughter-houses  in  this  area  on  14th  January,  since  when 
all  butchers  in  the  district  have  their  meat  supplies  from 
the  Aberdare  and  Pontypridd  Abattoirs  ;  Duffryn,  Darran- 
las,  Miskin  and  Penrhiwceiber  Wards  being  supplied  from 
Aberdare  ;  Abercynon  and  Ynysybwl  Wards  from  Ponty¬ 
pridd. 

During  the  period  1st  to  14th  January  the  Inspectors 
made  50  visits  to  the  slaughter-houses  and  inspected  the 
following  number  of  carcases  : —

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ANTITOXIN  AND  SERUM. 

A  sufficient  supply  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  and  con¬ 
centrated  streptococcus  antitoxin  is  always  kept  at  the 
Public  Health  Offices,  and  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to 
the  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  area. 


DISINFECTION. 

The  homes  of  all  sufferers  from  infectious  disease 
are,  on  the  termination  of  the  illness,  or  when  patients 
are  removed  to  hospital,  disinfected  by  spraying  with 
liquid  disinfectant  or  fumigated  with  formaldehyde  gas. 
Infected  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  are  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  disinfected  by  a  Thresh’s  Steam  Disinfector. 
The  number  of  houses  disinfected  and  of  the  articles  treated 
at  the  steam  disinfector  will  be  found  in  the  summary  of 
work  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.
